City or Mexico, Jan. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.] An agent of the 
government has just returned from the 
frontier, where he claims to have made 
a thorough investigation of the revolu- 
tionary movement. He reports that 
Garza is hiding and his.followers starv- 
ing in the desert, and that many would- 
be rebels are ignorant of the causes for 
the rising. He states also that he did 
not discover the existence of any griev- 
ance against President Diaz. He be- 
lieves the disaffected people have been 


‘unjustly incited against the state gov- 


ernment and asserts that the leaders 


are confessedly tired of the movement. 


They are without funds and are open to 
an offer of amnesty*from the govern- 
ment. 


In official circles in this city a rumor 
that Iturbide is the real head of the 
revolution is regarded as absurd. It is 
said, too, that the clergy desires to be 
overnment ad- 
herents say that if the United States 
would only force the freebooters to op- 
erate on the Mexican side of the border 
the trouble would quickly end. 


GARZA'S MOVEMENTS. 
He Is Receiving Fresh Recruits and Pre- 
paring to Strike. 

San Antonio (Tex.,) Jan. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The United States 
authorities along the river between La- 
redo and Brownsville have received re- 
liable information through Mexican 
spies that Garza now has his headquar- 


ters on the Mexican and Texas Railway. 


about ten miles east of Laredo; that he 
is receiving recruits from Mexico and 
various parts of the state daily and that 


his bands are well organized and scat- 


tered along the line. The spies discov- 
ered that there will be a concerted 
move of the entire revolutionary forces 
in Mexico in the next ten days. 

These reports have greatly stirred up 
the military authorities on both sides of 
the river. The United States troops are 
to be concentrated in the territory now 
reported as being occupied by the revo- 
lutionists as rapidly as possible. 


REBELS SURRENDER. 


The Insurgents at Ascension Yield After 
a Feeble Resistance. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 14.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Republic’s Deming 
special says that a courier from Ascen- 
sion arrived there today. He reports 
the suppression of the revolt there and 
the resumption of the sway of the civil 
law. Col. Sanquinez with troops sur- 
rounded the stone mill occupied by the 
rebels, and after a feeble resistance 
the latter surrendered and were placed 
under arrest. Remiji, the leader of the 
rebels, deserted his band at a critical 
moment and escaped to the mountains. 

One hundred and seven captives will 
be tried at once and the principal ones 
will be shot undoubtedly. Business is 
resumed, and though there is much 
sympathy with the rebels no further 
trouble is expected. However, more 
troops are on the way here and the 
town will soon have a garrison of 400 
men. Anchela, the murdered president 
of the town, whose election precipi- 
tated the revolt, is believed to have 
acted under orders of the government, 
who feared to allow the church party’s 
candidate to secure the office to which 
it is believed he was elected. ~ 


Garza's Band Said to be Operating in New 

exico. 

Dexver (Colo.,) Jan.’ 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Republican’s 
Albuquerque special says: ‘It is re- 
ported that Garza and 200 followers, 
heavily armed, expect to cross the 
border of this Territory tonight. The 
Governor has been requested to order 
out the militia, but up to 11 p.m. has 
taken noaction. The people of Chihua- 
hua are in sympathy with Garza and 
only need a leader to induce, them to 
join him. . The report is not confirmed, 
| but is believed reliable. 

‘Jt is understood that two more agents 
of Garza are in this city making efforts 
to recruit his ranks. Considerable ex- 
citement exists among thosé interested 
and a number of secret juntas are said 
to have been held both in Old and New 
Albuquerque. One agentisa prominent 
American and has had several confer- 
ences with the Mexicans with more or 
less success. It is understood a number 
of natives are ready to join Garza, the 
only thing now preventing being manny 
considerations.’’ 

AN AFFRAY IN TEXAS. 
Three Mexicans Killed In a Brash with 
Rangers. 

Sr. Lovis,; Jan. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Republic's special 
from Marfa, Tex., says that an attempt 
was made last night by an armed body 
of Mexicans to rob the [Cibilo silver 
mines at Shafter, but the robbers were 
surprised by a detachment of Texas 
Rangers and put to flight after a stub- 
born fight, in which three of the rob- 
bers were killed. The survivors fled in 
the darkness toward the Rio Grande, 
One of them is Antonio Carasco, whose 
brother a year ago killed a ranger. In 
that vicinity the Mexicans outnumber 
the Americans two to one and serious 
trouble is feared as a result of the 
affray. 


TYPE-SETTING MACHINES. 


Report on the Tests Made of Recent In- 
ventions. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Committee, on Ma- 
chine Composition appointed last win- 
ter by the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association presented a volum- 
inous report to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the association in session last 
Tuesday in New York. The full report, 
in all its details, with numerous appen- 
dices, will be published privately for 
the exclusive use of members of the as- 
sociation. The following is a summary 
of the conclusions of the committee: 
The committee agrees in stating— 

First—Machine composition is abso- 
lutely ‘practicable and very much 
cheaper than hand composition. 

Second—As between type-setting and 
type-casting machines the latter is by 
far the more preferable for ordinary 
newspaper work. 

Third—As far as revealed by the-test, 
the Rogers typograph produces the best 
and most economical results. Its sim- 
plicity of construction was so great 
that it was set up ready for running in 
ninety minutes. For five consecutive 
days no machinist other than an oper- 
ator had anything to do with the 
machine, and it ran smoothly with lit- 
tle intercession for the full period of 
the test. 


Fourth—As far as revealed by the’ 


test, the Linotype machine, while show- 
ing bursts of speed exceeding the capac- 
ity of other competitors, yet, owing to 
the recklessness of the operator, ab- 
sence of any stiperintendent and possi- 
bly the too delicate and complicated 
mechanism, fell far short on the gen- 
eral result of accomplishing what had 
been claimed for it by its owner and 
others. 

Fifth—The McMillan machine, while 
exhibiting the highest typographical 
excellence of its composition, because 
justified by hand, nevertheless, by rea- 
son of the fact that it requires bs 
skilled workmen to produce its resu Eis 
not to be preferred on the score of 
economy for use in newspaper offices 
under ordinary working conditions. 

Sixth—The St. John typo-bar was 
not entered as a contestant, but Mr. 
St. John courageously presented an 
original experimental machine on exhi- 
bition. Its peculiarity consists in cast- 
ing a slug line by compression and with- 
out heat. The novelty of his machine 
attracted a great deal of attention.

Last night the Cardinal continued to 
grow weaker and weaker until finally 
his prostration became complete and he 
died at 8:20, after being unconscious an 
hour. His death was calm and he 
passed away evidently without pain.

Car- 
dinal Manning was well known, not 
only from his work as a Roman Catho- 
lic prelate but also for his exertions in 
the cause oftemperance.

Lonpon, Jan. 14.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale died this morning. The 
Lord Mayor a few minutes after 9 
o’clock received the following dispatch 
from the Prince of Wales announcing 
the death of the heir presumptive to 
the throne: 

“Our beloved son passed away at 9 
o’clock today.”’ 

On receipt of the news the Lord 
Mayor at once gave ordersto have the 
great bells’ in St. Paul's Cathedral 
tolled and also sent the following mes- 


| Sage to the Prince of Wales. — 


‘‘We are profoundly moved by the sad 
news and havé communicated it to our 
fellow-citizens. We tender our deep 


Highness in this great sorrow and na- 
tional calamity.’’ 

When the solemn tolling of the gr 
bells in St. Paul’s Cathedral was Coaet 
this morning it conveyed to everyone 
within hearing the tidings that the 
Duke of Clarence had passed away. St. 
Paul’s bells nevertoll except on the 
occasion of the death of an heir to the 
throne. The news caused widespread 
grief and already demonstrations of 
public feeling are apparent every- 
where. On all public buildings flags 
are displayed at half-mast, and through- 
out the whole of London the sad intelli- 
gence was received with expressions of 
the deepest sorrow. The blinds of pub- 

.lic houses and many private houses and 
shops are drawn. In the afternoon the 
papers all appeared with mourning 
borders. 

Upto noon no official bulletin of the 
death of the Duke was issuedat San- 
dringham Hall, but soon after 10 
o’clock the blinds of the house were 
drawn, the flag on the church was 
placed at half-mast and the church bell 
began tolling. These facts gave to the 
people waiting about the gates the first 
information that all was over. From 
anearly hour this morning reinforce- 
ments of police were detailed for duty 
about Sandringham Hall and they pre- 
vented any accessto the house. The 
crowdin the vicinity of Marlborough 
House increased. The Mall was at 
times completely blocked with car- 
riages conveying the most noted people 
of the kingdom. Lord Salisbury, the 
Prime Minister, and Lady Salisbury and 
nearly the entire diplomatic corps were 
among the callers. At 1 o’clock this 
afternoon the following dispateh was 
received from the three attending phy- 
sicians at Sandringham: 

After marked improvement during the 
early part of the night the strength of the 
Duke suddenly failed. About 2 o'clock he 
began gradually to sink and death oc. 
curred at 9:15 a.m. : 

Prince Albert Victor Christian Ed- 
ward was born January 8, 1864. He 
was the eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales and consequently in the direct 
line of succession to the throne. He 
was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and the University of Heidel- 
berg. On leavingthe university Prince 
Albert Victor proceeded to Aldershot to 
prepare forthe army. In 1890 he took 
his seatin the House of Lords. His 
present military rank was that of 
major, holding a commission in the 
Tenth Hussars, of which regiment his 
father wascolonel. The dead Prince 
was to be married to Princess Victoria 
Mary of Teck February 27. 

By the death of the Duke of Clarence 
the next person to the Prince of Wales 
in the line of direct succession is 


Duke, who is a commander in the navy. 
Prince Albert Victor alwa 
the favorite grandson of the Queen, and 
his untimely death was a most severe 
blow to her.

throne should be of full blood royal. It 
is hinted very broadly that a marriage

Rate Cutting. 


Charges Against Southern Pacific, 
Atchison and Burlington. 


A Stormy Session of the Western 
Traffic Association. 


Huntington Says He Does Not Know That 
His Road Has Done Anything 
Wrong —A Statement 
from Gould. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 14.—Gould gave ont 
a statement this morning in which he 
says: ‘‘The statements published in 
the reports of. the proceedings of the 
meetings of the Presidents’ Association 
yesterday that the charges against the 
Burlington, Southern Pacific and Atch- 
ison were brought torward by me are 
untrue, as I knew nothing of them until 
they were submitted and read by the 
chairman at the meeting. The charges 
were presented by the commissioners 
in the shape of their final decision, 


holding the roads guilty of attaching 


illegal “tariffs to their rates.’* 

Jay Gould was seen this afternoon at 
the Windsor Hotel and when asked what 
truth there was in the report that he 
had retired from the Western Traffic 
Association replied that there was no 
truth in it. 

C. P. Huntington, of the Southern Pas 
cific, said tonight in reference to the 
story that Gould had tendered the resig- 
nation of the Missouri Pacific to the 
Western Trafiic Association, that he was 
not present at the meeting when the 
discussion on cut rates came up, but he 
understood Gould was greatly irritated 
over what he deemed the injustice, and 
had served the regular ninety days’ 
notice of withdrawal. Huntington 
said he did not. believe the as- 
sociation would be disbanded. He 
thought Gould was a man of great com- 
mon sense, and was confident the mate 
ter would be compromised. He was 
not aware that the Southern Pacific 
had done anything wrong in cutting 
rates. An appeal, however, has been 
made to the board of presidents, and 
until they have passed upon the matter 
he could not say what course the South- 
ern Pacific would pursue. He admitted 
that if the case were decided adversely 
to the company the guilty party in his 
employ would haveto go. In conclu- 
sion he said that Gould had the same 
right of appeal before discharging 
Manager Leeds, but for some reason he 
did net choose to take advantage of it. 

An evening paper asserts that the 
Western Traitic Association will_in all 
probability break up within six months 
and a representative of one of the lar- 
gest roads in the association said today 
that in his opinion” another meeting 
will never be held. 

It is stated that the meetings were 
decidedly inharmonious on Monday. 
After several matters of routine were 
disposed of Gould remarked that if ac- 
tion were not taken in the case of 


the three roads guilty of rate cutting - 


the Missouri Pacific would withdraw, 

The original offender, the Southern 
Pacific, cut the sugar rate and passed 
the freight over its lines. The Burling- 
ton cut the rate onwool. There was 
no response from any of the Fuilty ones 
nor from the presiding officer, Miller, 
Thereupon Mr, Gould walked out of the 
room. On Tuesday no action was 
taken and yesterday Vice-President 
Clark served a notice that the Mis- 
souri Pacific would withdraw in ninety 
days. 

A prominent Western railroad man 
said to a reporter: *‘AsI take it, Mr. 
Gould has been fair. He simply dee 
manded justice, but the trouble was this 
time that the men involved in the rate- 
cutting occupied too high places. The 
discharge of Vice-President Stubbs, of 
the Southern Pacific. and General 
Freight Agent Miller, of the aaa ae 
was, I understand, demanded. 
guilty. roads were, apparently, nee 
disposed to take their own med- 
icine. Ithink Mr. Gould will now en- 
deavor to put his old scheme of a rail- 
road clearing-house through.”’

Tapia Acquitted of the Charge of Assault-

During the course of the argument in 
the Tapia case yesterday afternoon two 
sturdy little urchins about 11 years of 
age, accompanied by a tall man, pre- 
sented themselves in the courtroom of 
Department One and at once took seats 
within the inclosure in front ofthe 
bench. The boys were evidently 
brothers, as both had fair hair, 


the main distinction being that one, 
who seemed to be the elder, was 
barefooted, while the limbs of the 
other were encased in a _ pair. of 
boots several sizes too large. Both 
manifested a great deal of interest in 
the proceedings from the time of their 
entry into the courtroom, but few, if 
any, of those present, except their com- 
panion, imagined for a moment the real 
object of their visit and the reasons for 
the interest they exhibited in their sur- 
roundings. 

Certain it is that Judge Smith did not, 
for, accustomed as that official is to 
meet with surprises, his face was a 
study when Clerk Crane handed up cer- 
tain documents which proved beyond 
all doubt that the little urchins in front 
of the bench had been held to answer 
to a charge of horse-stealing by Justice 
Barnes of Pomona, and had been com- 
mitted to jail to await the filing of an 
information against them in the Supe- 
rior Cotrt. 

After the Tapia jury had retired 
Judge Smith laid aside his cloak of dig- 
nity and inquired with evident amuse- 
ment as to the occasion of the boys’ 
visit to his department. The father of 
oungsters explained that he could 
do nothing with them, and desired to} 
‘have them sent to the State Reform 
School. 


The Court thereupon heard the ap- 
plication in the usual way, when it was 
ascertained that the boys were Stephen 
and Fred Dicken, aged respectively 12 
and 10 years, and that they resided 
with their father, Peter Dicken, at Pas- 
adera. On the 7th inst. they ran away 
from home, and, after wandering about 
for some time, stole a horse belonging 
to a man naméd Henderson, which they 
attempted to dispose of at Pomona, 
where they were arrested. Upon ques- | 
tianing the boys, the Court found that 
the elder was to blame for the escapade, 
and an order was, therefore, made, com- 
mitting him to Whittier for five years. 
The younger, however, was returned to 
his father’s custody, after a brief lec- 
ture from the Court.

Wild Figs in Arizona, 

According to the Phoenix (Ariz.) Re- 
publican botanists have discovered 
what they think is the wild Capri fig in 
the mountains about the eastern end of 
Maricopa county. The Republican 
claims, justly, that if this be a fact it is 
an important one. It means the devel- 
opment of the “true fig of commerce’ 
in Arizona by an easy, natural process. 
It is well known among fig-growers that 
the White Adriatic or other varieties 
of figs which in Europe develop into the 
dried fruit of commerce, in California 
and Arizona does not become what it 
should be; that it sometimes falls from 
the tree half grown in considerable 
quantities and when it remains long 
enough to mature it is smaller than 
it should be—in short an imper- 
fect fruit, and hence does not 
hold the market against the Euro- 
pean product. The cause of this is 
the supposed absence from this coun- 
try of the wild Capri fig, which carries 
with it the fructifying pollen necessary 
to the perfect development ot the fig, 
as is the pollen of corn to the perfect 
developmentof theearofcorn. Within 
the past few years California, at con- 
siderable expense, has been endeavor- 


| ing to secure from the shores of the 


Mediterranean a stock of the wild 
Capri fig of that country, together with 
the insect, the blastophiga, that carries 
the pollen to the inclosed flower of the 
growing fig. 

It is urged that if these Capri trees 
are found to be native to the Arizona 
hills itis conclusive that these lands 
are naturally suited to fig culture. 
Cultivated varieties have already been 
grown there with success. It will be a 
great advantage to California to finda 
supply of the wild varieties so near at 
hand. 


Like Banquo’s Ghost, 

The scandal about the management 
of the Whittier Reform School is not 
one of the kind to be a -nine-days’ sub- 
ject of gossip and then be lost sight of.

Engineering Opinions on the Water 
Works Question. 

A meeting of civil engineers, mainly 
citizens and taxpayers of Los Angeles, 
was held at the City Hall Tuesday to 
consider in an informal and advisory 
way the subject of public water works, 
and to discuss the general features of 
the plans recently submitted by City 
Engineer Dockweiler. This meeting, 
which, we believe, was held at the sug- 


gestion of the City Council, seems to be } 


a step in the right direction; for, ina 
project of the magnitude of that in 
hand, it is all-important that we Should 
follow Davy Crockett’s maxim. The 
gentlemen who held the conference are 
John’ P. Culver, ex-City © Engineer 
Fred Eaton, F. - Wood, Edward 
Lowndes, Alfred Solano, E. T. Wright, 
George F. Wright, August Meyer, 
Geo, Hansen, G. P, Lowe of Massachu- 
setts, D. J. McCann, snperintendent of 
the water works at Gunnison, Colo., 
Wm. Moore and Mr. Burr of the County 
Surveyor’s office. The character of 
these gentlemen for integrity and pro- 
fessional! ability commands the univer- 
sal respect of the community, 

The conclusions of the conference as 
formulated in the following series of 
resolutions will, therefore, have great 
weight: 


Resolved, first—That it is the sense of 
the engineers present that municipal 


ownership of |the water works ofa city is” 


desirable. 
Second—That the city of Los Angeles may 
be adequately supplied with water from the 
Los Angeles River at a reasonable cost. 
Third—That the plan No. 2, proposed by 
City Engineer Dockweiler, is practicable 
and reasonably adapted to the wants of the 
city. 
Fourth—That said plan is so designed 
that it may be advantageously carried out 
in 
-biita—That said plan is so designed that 
the present plants of the companies now 
supplying water to the city may be utilized 
if they should be acquired by the city. 


Sixth—That it is the sense of the meeting 
that the city should proceed to construct 


the head works, conduit and reservoir No. 
7, as by that means a thirty to forty days’ 
supply for the whole city could be madeim- 
mediately available, while at present there 
is not more than two days’ supply on hand. 


The sense of the meeting was decid- 
edly against any plan to injure or 
crush out any company now supplying 
water for domestic purposes, but that 
the Council should open full and fair 
negotiations with the water companies 
to see whether their plants may be pur- 
chased, and that full value be allowed 
for them if they are purchased. The 
details of plan No. 2, which is favored, 
were not discussed to a finality, of 
course, but its general features are in- 
dorsed as feasible, and that is the im- 
portant point for the public to be ad- 
vised

Holman Gets a Decided Set-back

His “Economy” Resolution Torn to 
Shreds in a Brief Debate. 


The Measure Withdrawn to be Patched 
Up by Its Author. 


Other Doings in Congress—An Appropria- 
tion for a Hall of Records in Wash- 
ington—Eleven Millions Asked 
for the Mississippi,

WasuHineton, Jan. 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Fifty-second Congress 
has not followed the aggressive leader- 
ship of Chairman Holman of the Appro- 
priations Committee in declaring that 
the appropriations of Congress shall be 
strictly limited to moneys necessary to 
carry on the several departments of 
the Government. For four hours a 
fierce warfare of debate was waged in 
the House today over the proposition of 


the gentleman from Indiana, and when 


an adjournmeut was taken Mr. Holman 
had so far receded from the strict spirit 
of his resolution as to ask the previous 
question to be reconsidered in order 
that he might consider the advisability 
tomorrow of accepting an amendment 
modifying the sweeping declaration of 
the second clause of his resolution. 

That many Democrats if forced to 
meet the issue presented by the gentle- 
man from Indiana will vote against the 
resolution there is. no doubt. As it 
now reads it is generally interpreted as 
presenting an insuperable bar not only 
to steamship subsidies, but to the sugar 
bounty, Nicaragua Canal Bill, World's 
Fair loan, the improvement of rivers 
and harbors, appropriations for public 
buildings throughout the country and 
appropriations for Indian depredations 
and Court of Claims cases. Naturally, 
therefore, the chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee had arrayed 
against him friends of all the interests 
and enter prises so vitally affected. 


FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS.

The first bill was one to aid the State of 
Colorado to support a school of mines, 
appropriating 50 per cent. of all 
moneys paid the United States for 
mineral lands in Colorado for the main- 
tenance of a school of mines established 
at Golden. Passed. , 

Among other bills passed was one ap- 
propriating $800,000 for the purchase 
of ground and erection thereon in the 
city of Washington ofa building to be 
used as a hallof records. Adjourned. 

House—The following bills were in- 
troduced and referred: For the re- 
peal of the sugar bounty clause ofthe 
tariff bill; looking to the adjustment of 
international disputes without resort to 
war. 

Mr. Holman’s anti-subsidy resolution 
was then taken up for discussion. Mr. 
Holman said that when similar regolu- 
tions were adopted in the Forty-fourth 
and Forty-fifth Congresses the reve- 
nues and expenditures of the Govern- 
ment were substantially balanced. but 
now the expenditures are in excess of 
the revenues and the necessity of his 
second resolution was manifest. As to 
the question of subsidies he said that 
subsidies meant legislation for the ben- 
efit of favored classes, and were a feat- 
ure of government belonging to mon- 
archies. He entered into a comparison 
of the records of the two parties and 
incidentally remarked that the Demo- 
cratic party had always been ready by 
revenue measures strictly to secure in- 
cidental protection. 

While inveighing against class legis- 
lation he was interrupted by Mr. Raines 
of New York, who asked whether it 
would be class legislation to give to sil- 
ver bullion owners $1 for 78 cents 
worth of metal. 

‘“T simply answer,’’ returned Mr. 
Holman, ‘‘that I amin favor of free 
coinage of silver on the same basis as 
the free coinage of gold.”’ 

Mr. Dingley of Maine asked consent 
to have pending a substitute resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the 
House that it is the duty of Congress to 
limit appropriations to the requirements 
of an efficient, honest, economical and 
statesmanlike administration of the na- , 
tional affairs; that the duties of Con- 
gress are not restricted to simply pro- 
viding means for carrying on the de- 
partments, but include such other sub- 
jects as are directly or indirectly for 
the benefit of the country as a whole 
and not likely to be secured by private 
enterprise, such as the establishment of 
agricultural colleges; agricultural ex- 
periment stations, geological surveys, 
improvements of rivers and harbors, 
maintenance of soldiers’ homes and the 
pension system for the benefit of those 
who imperiled their lives in behalf of 
the Union. 

Mr. Holman objected tothe _ substi- 
tute being regarded as pending. Mr. 
Dingley thereupon withdrew the-reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa opened the 
debate on the Republican side. The 
resolution under discussion, said he, is 
notin language or spirit the same as 
the resolutions passed by previous Con- 
gresses. In these resolutions the finan- 
cial condition of the country was ex- 
pressly referred to. With regard to 
the declaration as to bounties and sub- 
sidies he said that at that time the 
Government was under a heavy and op- 
pressive load of debt. Under Re-

A CROSSING HORROR. — 


A Street Car Struck by a Swiftly Mov- 
ing Locomotive, 


Two Persons Instantly Killed—Thirteen 
. Others Badly Injured—The Disaster 
Caused bya Combination of 
Criminal Carelessness.

Jan. 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] A surface railway 
crossing horror occurred tonight at 
Forty-seventh street and the Pitts- 
burgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago tracks. 
An in-bound Fort Wayne train struck a 
Forty-seventh street transfer horse car, 
two passengers being instantly killed 
and thirteen injured. 

The train wasthe limited No. 9, and 
the accident was at a point where there 
isa network of fourteen tracks. Two 
women who had not been identified at 
alate hour were killed. Of those in- 
jured, three or four are in a very seri- 
ous condition. The catastrophe was 
due to the combined stupidity of three 
men, Herman Albrecht, the crossing 
keeper; Joseph Flannigan, the con- 
ductor; and Mitchael Cragin, the 
driver of the street car. It was the 


cconductor’s duty to run ahead and see 


that the tracks were clear, but whether 
he did this is not apparent. Albrecht 
says that he did not. 

The electric light lit up the road for 
nearly a mile in each direction and yet 
Albrecht did not see the limited bear- 
ing down on his crossing at the rate of 
forty miles an hour. He raised the 
gates. Driver Cragin whipped up his 
horses and in an instant was on the 
track just in front of the train. The 
engineér blew the whistle. The cross- 
ing keeper. driver and conductor looked 
around for the first time and screamed a 
tardy warning. There was a crash and 
the street car and its burden of human 
beings was hurled splintered and 
crushed fifty feet ahead of the train. 

Scores of people from the surrounding 
houses rushed out and a saloon, the 
nearest building, was. transformed into 
a temporary hospital. The corpse of 
one of the women passengers was found 
across the pilot of the l6comotive a hun- 
dred yards from the streetcar whe 
the limited was brought to a standstill. 
The trainmen are considered blameless 
by the police. The crossing keeper and 
street car conductor have been arrested. 
The driver is said to be in hiding.

An Attempt to Break Up the Preserved. 


fruit Combine. 

CuicaGco, Jan. 14.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Andrew D. Bishop, a fruit-pre- 
serve manufacturer of this city, filed a 
suit for $125,000 damages in ‘the 
United States Circuit Court today 
against the American Preserve Com- 
pany and its trustees, alleging that the 
company is a trust, monopoly and con- 
spiracy to restrict trade and increase 
prices. He also alleges that by threats 
of ruining his business the trust forced 
him into the combination, but, finding 
it to be an illegal concern, he dropped 
out, whereupon the trust seized his en- 
tire business and is now in possession of 
it, The various trustees sued. were, it 
is stated, before the organization of 
the trust, owners or officers in fruit 
companies in Buffalo, Wash- 
ington, New York, Indianapolis, De- 
troit, Cincinnati and Davenport. 

Attorney Evans, who is acting for 
Bishop, said this evening that the suit 
will be a notable one in the history of 
trust litigation. 
Senator Sherman’s bill, enacted July 2, 
1890, of ‘which it will be a test case. 
The trust is a West Virginia corpora- 
tion and has offices at Pittsburgh. Ac- 
cording to Attorney Evans it has never 
paid dividends and its $8,000,000 of 
stock was four times watered.

The First Day of the New Saloon 
Ordinance. 


Much Feeling Displayed, But so Far No 
Arrests Have Been Made—A Plan 
Matured to Test the 
New Law,

Yesterday was the first full day the new 
ordinance lived and things are rather 
warm. People who were here during the 
time when Pomona first became a *‘dry”’ 
town say there is as much feeling over the 
new ordinance now as there was then. All 
day long and particularly in the afternoon 
little groups of people could be seen stand- 
ing here and there and all discussing the 
one question—the new ordinance. In some 
places the discussion grew so warm that 
people had to be reminded they were on 
the street, but no arrests*were made. In 
the hotel offices, stores, banks and every- 
where agroup of men were collected they 
were talking prohibition, not being content 
to stop at local option. There is a well-laid 
plan on foot totest the ordinance and it 
will be developed in a few days...
